The plea made by Dr. Schacht 
thet Germany's creditors should 
help’ to extricate her from the 


present awkward economic posi-' 


tion in which ‘she finds herself, 
by granting a moratorium spread 
over several years én all debts, 
ig one which deserves serious 
attention at the present func- 
ture.

other than the reparations pro- 
blem of yestorday. Actually, ‘in 
the course of a few years, Ger- 
many has reduced her foreign in- 
debtednesg from 33 milliards. to 
about 18 milliards, but further 
repayments - must naturally’ 
depend on ‘additional exports,

Sunshine .effects enter very 
largely into the range of subjects 
attempted amateur photo- 
graphors,’ Frequently an effect of 
light and shade- provides the 
motive and motif and.the reat of! 
the composition ia subsidiary, At 
the same tlme many such pictures 
are unsuccessful; the high lights 
are meroly white paper, and the 
shadows do not contain even tho 
auggostion. of detail. It Is anfe to 
say that photography as a medium, 
fer portrayjng the effects of sun- 
ghine and shadow, js without rival, 
although the subject ia not by any 
means the casiest,- ' 

“Tne photograph which fully con- 
veys the fecling of sunshine wil 
be technically perfect. The high- 
Hghta will be full of tone and nob 
white paper. The whadows will 
‘be full of detall and luminous; 
auch ronderings will , suggest 
warmth and depth. . 
. ESSENTIALS. 
- Ag the correct type of negative 
and resultant point will possess 
an extremoly long scale of grida- 
tion, sensitive material known to 
possess a good margin of latitude 
’ fn exposure. The newer double- 
conted rol! films and- film packs 
are likely to be successful in re- 
cording subjects of this type. In 
a good many cases some arens of 
the subject (must perforce -have 
far more exposure than is re- 
quired, the Intitude ‘of this (shall 
I aay “chrome”) type of film will 
tnke care of this, 
EXPOSURE. : 
A saying that I have heard, and 
practised successfully is “Expose 
for the shadows.” This means 
that the highlights will ‘be over- 
exposed, This over-exposure may 
be eaaily taken care of if one docs 
one’s own developing, especially 
by the dish inspection method, 
alternating between the develop- 
ing solution and clear water. 

However, if the chrome film Is 
used and the roll or sinck sent to a 

_D. and P, Co, for finishing, in- 
varlably the latitude will be 
suMciont for a .respectable con: 
tact print being made, though some 
loca] reduction or masking may be 
necessary when enlarging. 

; GENERALISING. 

Backed plates and anti-halo films 
are to be preferred, and again may 
I be allowed to mention thnt neces- 
vary adjunct the “Iens-hood”, It 
often .happens that the most 
attractive effects aro to be: found 
almost. directly against the light. 
A, lens-hood "that extends far 
enough beyond the mount to cut 
off all Ught- rays nor required to 
form the image, ja required, 


A careful sclection of printing 
paper is also required. It. Ig my 
experience that a chlaro bromide 
paper with a cream bnac, is the 
beat type; the cream base . will 
help in suggesting warmth in a 
sunlit -svene. Other aids are 
sepla or half-toning and diffusion. 

Lastly, as a final’ means of 
obtaining luminosity, may I sug- 
gest “juicing or doping’ the 
finished enlargement? This treat- 
ment consists of rubbing into the 
print a mixture of megilp, turps 
and Mnseed oil, The actual 
method will form the subject of 
another article, ;
